Freak* of a 4*eora;ijt Cyclone. 

[Atlanta Herald.] 
Colonel Parker Brown, a well-known 
citizen of Henry county, came to town and 
related farther incidents of the great cy- 
clone of last Saturday. He states that 
Colonel Matthew Johnson, an old citizen 
of Henry, tells him that when he first 
noticed or heard the rumbling noise, he 
saw a bodv apparently about the size of a 
fodder stack and pretty much the same 
shape, or more like a funnel, which came 
twisting and turning like the spinning of a 
top, and Utterly wrung great trees off at a 
uniform length from the ground, like a 
lawn mower. He noticed all through the 
air smaller bodies the same shape, which 
appeared to be drawn to the larger one, 
and as they would come in contact with the 
larger or parent funnel, the noise produced 
resembled the sharp crack produced by 
slapping a board on a body of water.

The true preventive is not to he found 
in legislation, but in the intelligence, in- 
tegrity, honesty, economy, and linancial 
skill of the MMM generally. We are 
not w ithout hope, however, that even in 
this direction legislation may bo indirect- 
ly productive within certain narrow lim- 
it*, of useful results. Law cannot create 
MMMMM where il does not exist, but it 
may, in «oiiie cases, call into action pru- 
dence which now lies dormant. Further- 
more, there should be a well-deiined 
-trnigetit legal limit to credit. The man 
who MMM debts beyond a reasonable 
estimate of his ability to meet them, com 
mils an act of Iran i for w hich he should 
be punished. The law should so regard 
it, and make the penalty severe and op- 
erative.

Richard 
who testilied MJ the Beei her trial adverse- 
ly to his sister, Mrs. Tilton, makes a state- 
ment for publication in the Sun tomorrow. 
It is regarded in the light of coming di- 
rect from RieWrds himself. It is as lol- 
lows: 

After little Paul's death, in IMS, 
Piehards friipiently met Rcuhcr at 
Tilt'in's house He became impiessed, 
by the general manlier of Beeeher, t'tiat 
his visits were not purely pa-toral. Final- 
ly, he went to the Fnion MMM and dis- 
closed his MMMMMMMM to Tilton, but 
Tilton was not alarmed. Richards re- 
mained passive until after Mrs. Tillon's 
alleged confession to her hu-h in.|. This 
time he was incredulous, for he h ;d only 
attributed to her breach of propriety with, 
out criuiinality. He, however, influenced 
his mother, Mrs. Morse, to question her. 
A lew days afterward Mrs Morse report- 
id to hill) that Elizabeth had confessed 
adultery with Beeeher. He waited, still 
disbelieving, for further proof, or for hi- 
si-ler's denial. In the fall of 1>>7<» 
Elizabeth visited hi.- home in Mont Clair. 
X. J. Then he told his wife to talk with

Every fanner should have a hog- 
house for hogs.

The hog-hou<e ,-houid lie well 
ventilated, and have a tight roof by 
all means; for, without it and a good 
floor, it would be worse than no house 
at all, tor the mm that they should 
sleep dry and l>e free from dust or wet.

In 
cold weather, for the purposo of 
warmth, they should lie bedded with 
good wheat straw. But as often as 
once in three or four weeks, the old 
l»edding should be removed, .scattered 
out on the field, or putting it on the 
manure pile. This wc of w heat straw- 
will make it pay hugely for the cost 
of bedding. Fifteen or twenty stock 
hogs are enough to IhhI together. A 
hog-house may lie twenty feet long 
and eight feet wide, ami divided in the 
middle, adjoining the partition.

Oil the Harness \o«. 

A giKxl harness i- costly, but if prop- 
cared for will last a good 
If neglected, it will soon 
need repairs, and in a short time be- 
come utterly worthless. In caring for 
a harness, one great point is to see that 
it is kept suitably oiled. A work har- 
ness in use on a farm should lie oiled 
twice each year, in the spring and fall. 
It should be taken entirely apart, the 
places where sweat and dirt have col- 
lected cleaned w ith a chip, or an old 
case-knife, then wash clean in warm 
water in which a little castile soap has 
lieen dissolved. As they are washed 
the straps should lx- hung on a pole to 
dry. Wkn the outside is nearly dry, 
but lieforc the moisture is all out of the 
leather, the oil should lie applied. This 
may lie done with a clean paint brush, 
w hich is the liest thing for the purpose, 
a sponge or a woolen cloth. A mod- 
erate quantity Mi lx 1 used; and, if 
it docs not soften the leather enough, 
another light coat may be applied when 
the first one is well dried in. This is 
better than to put on a great deal at 
once. Care should lie taken to obtain 
a good quality of oil. Poor oils are of 
little use, and sometimes are injurious. 
Neat's foot is the verv best kind of oil 
for

Nearly all sick animals become so 
by improper feeding, in the first place. 
Nine cases out often the digestion Ls 
wrong. Charcoal is the most efficient 
and rapid co.-jeetive. It will cure a 
majority g#CM -. if properly adminis- 
tered. An example of its use: The 
hired man came in with the intelli- 
gence that one of the finest cows was 
very siek, mi a kind neighlior pro- 
jxised the usual drugs and poisons. 
The owner being ill, and unable to ex- 
amine the cow, concluded that the 
trouble came from overeating, and or- 
dered a teacup of pulverized chareoal 
given in water. It wa- mixed, placed 
in a junk bottle, the head held up- 
ward, ami water and charcoal poured 
downward. In five minutes improve- 
ment was visible, and in a few hours 
the animal was in the pasture quietly 
eating gra-s. Another instance of equal 
success oeeurivd with a young heifer 
which had become badly bloated by 
eating given apples after a hard w ind. 
The bloat was so severe that the sides

Thinning Com. 

TYof. Kolxrts, of the Cornell Uni- 
versity, made nomc experiments in 
grow ing corn tqion the college farm last 
season, the results of whieh are valuable. 
He planted three plats of three-six- 
teenths of an acre each with corn, and 
thinned the hills in one lot to three 
stalks, another to four stalks to a hill; 
the third was not thinned. The first 
plat yielded at the rate of lfiO bushels, 
the second US bushels, and the third 
IOC bushels (of ears ) to the acre. Mr. 
Roberts states, as the result of many 
experiments prior to these, at the Iowa 
Agricultural College, that the heaviest 
crops of corn were made by growing 
three stalks toa hill, and that twostalks 
to a hill will produce more than five 
stalks. If every stalk produces an ear, 
and corn is planted three feet apart each 
way, there will be nearly 100 bushelg 
of shelled grain per acre. To grow 
maximum crops of corn, then, it is only 
necessary to grow one ear upon a stalk, 
and ears of such a size that a hundred 
of them will make a bushel of gram. 
In view of this, it is strange that, with 
so prolific a grain as com, a yield of 
100 bushels to the acre should be con- 
sidered as something almost impossible 
to lie obtained. — Am
